FATAL ACCIDENT. 


DEATH OF E. B. PROCTOR 


On Saturday morning last, 
the residents of Lacombe were 
deeply shocked to hear that Ely 
B. Me ator: one of our largest 
and most highly respected farm 
ers, had been found ee on the 
road near his home early that 
morning. The news was not 
believed at first, but confirma- 
tion was soon received from 
Clive, and Dr. Hynes and other 
friends of the deceased went 
down to the scene of his death. 

Mr. Proctor had been in La- 
combe on Friday and started 
for his home in an auto about 
7.30. He had with him a 
friend from Clive, and visited 
that town on his way. At 
about 10.30 he started for his 
home, and was not seen again 
alive. About 3.30 Saturday 
morning, a young man named 
Fife, who was driving from 
Clive to his home at Chigwell, 
was surprised to see an auto 
up-side-down on the road, and 
on stopping to examine it was 
horrified to see Mr. Proctor 
dead beneath it. As it would 
only take the deceased a few 
minutes to reach the place 
where the accident happened af- 
ter leaving Clive, the accident 
happened about 10.30, and from 
then until 3.30 the unfortunate 
man lay under his car. From 
the appearance of the body de 
ceased was killed instantly, as 
no marks on the earth from feet 
or hands were visible. The car 
had turned turtle, and evidently 
had gone over with terrific 
force, the back of the front seat 
striking deceased on the back 
and pinning him to the ground. 

From the tracks made by the 
auto, at the point 
of the tragedy, deceased had 
found hiunealt leaving the road, 
and m attempting to turn onto 
the road again the car went 
over. The place where the ac 
cident occurred was on a slight 
yrade, and the road was good 
Before loaving Chve he tried to

INDUSTRIAL. 
ACADEMY 


The fifth annual announce- 
ment of the Alberta Industrial 
Academy hag been issued. The 
year just passed has been a 
most su ul one for this in- 
stitution, and the only fear the 
manageinent has is that they 
will not have accommodation 
for the large. number of pupils 
already in sight for the opemng 
on October 18th. The two 
large buildings already com- 
pleted will not give’ accommo- 
dation, and plans are under the 
way to provide more accommo- 
dation. 

A short description of the in- 
stitution, taken from the recent 
ly issued announcement, is here- 
with published. . 

The Academy is located on a 
farm of one huridred and ninety 
eight acres, two miles north- 
west of Lacombe. Lying just 

the west, and forming part 
of the boundary of the farm is 
a body of water known «s Bar- 
nett Lake, This lake is three- 
fourths: of a mile long and half 
a mile wide; has a sandy bot- 
tom, and_ shores cov with 
spruce, poplar and birch trees, 
while the south is a dense pop- 
lar bush. 

The school site is on an eleva- 
tion one hundred feet above the 
waters of Barnett Lake, over- 
looking the town of Lacombe, 
and five bodies of water. Spread 
out before the eye to the south 
and east is an extensive valley, 
dotted here and there with farm 
houses, groves and green fields. 
Twenty miles of this valley are 
visible from this spot, and the 
trains on the Calgary and Ed- 
monton railroad may be seen 
for miles as they pass in and 
out of Lacombe. — 

A portion of the schoo] farm 
has been divided into lots, three 
fourths of an acre in size, near! 
half .of which have been sold, 
and on some of these cottages 
have been erected. About for- 
ty-five acres are under cultiva- 
tion, nineteen being devoted to 
potatoes and garden, and the 
rest to n feed and roots. 

A Ladies’ Dormitory, 32x44, 
three stories high, with dining 
department below, hes been 
completed. A similar home has 
been erected for the boys, and 
during the past year a portion
